“New Look™ Genuine?

On the basis of what I saw
and heard from the Geneva
Summit conference to the Iron
Curtain, I am convinced that
Soviet “New Lock” has been
forced upon the Commuhist
party in Russia by iuternal as
well as extenrnal conditions.
This does not mean that the
present concillatory attitude Is
permanent, or that the Com-
munists have changed thelr
policy of world-domination, It
simply means that certain fac-
tors inside and outside Russia
have forced the Communists
to change to a more friendly
approach in thelr negotiations
Wwith the West. This was prov.
en at Belgrade with Tito, the
Geneva Summit conference
and the more recent Foreign
Ministers’ conference at Ge-
neva. The fact that Molotoy
disagreed with our terms on
German unity, inspection of
arms, ete, does not alter the
fact that the proceedings there
were on a more friendly and
conciliatory basis,
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In reviewing the statements
I heard from such world per-
sonalities as Sir Winston
Churchill, 8ir Anthony Eden,
President Risenhower, Secre.
tary Dulles, Chiang Kal-shek,
Syngman Rhee, President
Magsaysay and others, on the
subfect of the Soviet “New
Look,” 1 was impressed with
certain points of similarity
among these world authori
ties, There was surprising
agreement among them that
the popularity of President
Eisenhower and the states.
manship of Secretary Dulles
had thelr effect on the present
Soviet “New Look” I heard
more praise of Secretary Dul.
les than I did for the Pres|.
dent on the question of U 8.
foreign policy and its imple.
mentation. World leaders
agreed that the economic re.
covery of Western Europe and
the rearmament of West Ger-
many had thelr effect. How-.
ever, the three factors men.
tloned more often than any
others were The unprecendent.
ed power of the Russian army
inside the Russion government
++« the populariay of Marshall
Zhukav | ., and the Browth of
Christianty against athelsm
inside the Iron Curtain, not
only in Russia, but {n Poland,
Hungary, Rumania, Czecho.
slovakia, Bulgaria and East
Germany,
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I learned, for example, that
for the first time in the 38
Years Communist history in
Russia, the army is in control
of the three mogt important
Eovernment posts, The highest
post, that of the secrotary of
the presidium (with the ad.
ministrative powers of A pre-
sident) is held by Marshall
Klementi Voroshilov; the next
{8 the premijer.
ship, held by Marshall Nicolal
Bulganin; and the third high.
est, that of the secretary of
defence, is held by Marshall
Georgi Zhukoy , ., all army
men, All these officlals, while
supported and tolerated by
the Communist diehards, are
still considered as Intruders
by the Communist party for
control of the government ma-
chinery in Russia. Since the
execution of Lavrenti Beria,
the old head of the NKVEB
(secret police), and the death
of Stalin, the Russian army
has moved up fast and the
Communist party has been
